Applicant's amendment filed on 6/2/2006 sets forth claims 36-39 and 83-100. In 
the previous Office action, the Examiner for indicated that dependent claims 82-90 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, the in the present 
amendment , applicant has amended independent claims 36, 91 and 96 to include the 
limitations of allowable claim 82, Claims 83, 85 and 87 have been amended to be 
indicate their dependency on amended, allowable claim 36. Independent claim 100 has 
been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claim 100 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Richter 
[5807404]. 

Richter discloses an elongated stent for holding open a body lumen, the stent 
comprising at least a first longitudinal region, a second longitudinal region, and a third 
longitudinal region, the first longitudinal region comprising a first set of manipulation 
properties; the second longitudinal region comprising a second set of manipulation 
properties different than the first set of manipulation properties, the second set of 
manipulation properties including at least one of: greater flexibility, greater kink 
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resistance, or less radial strength than the first set of manipulation properties; and the 
third longitudinal region comprising a third set of manipulation properties different than 
the first and second sets of manipulation properties, wherein the third set of 
manipulation properties mimics the first set of manipulation properties and wherein the 
third longitudinal region has different metallurgical properties than the first and the 
second longitudinal regions. See columns 3, 5 and 6 and corresponding figures 1 and 
2.

Claims 36-39 and 83-99 are allowed.
